A v/cll known philos bher onco remarked that, ” the science of Astronomy con¬ 
sists of principally a t/^vering superstructure of postulate, carefully erected 
upon a foundation of theory v;hich in turn is built upon a substratum of pure 
speculation • " 

The science is deveJ oped and expanded by the process of discovering or ima,gin- 
ing a button and then sewing a shirt on the button. When this has be.^n done, 
the button can be used to prove the shirt and the shirt can be used to rpovG 
the button. The astroiiomer says, The shirt must be valid,' ' ' "’it "j.vo't 
the button; and the button, of course, must be valid because it is par^ of the 
shirt.” He seldom pauses to consider how many other shirts might fit the but¬ 
ton equally well, or that the button might look even better on a dress!” 

llcvcr has the truth of the above -assertion been more evident than at the pre¬ 
sent time , when the returns aro coming in from the M.?j?inor spo.co probe of Mars. 
Vliile the probe is sending back to earth a number of fairly Valuable buttons 
of data, some of the shirts which are being sewed upon tliosG buttons are quite 
fa.ntastic in their wealth of imaginative' detail. Sherlock Holmes in his best 
years, could not have done so well. 

As this article is bcirig vritten only a, few of the first pictures have been 
released to the public. The pictures taken at a distance of more than 10,000 
miles, and with, a rt3Solution of only 200 lines, is a remarkable testimony to 
the ingenuity and the precision of the present day tociuiolo.'j;)^, but aside from 
this, it contains but little that could be of interest oxeex^t for the imagina¬ 
tion. of the scientist or the layman . Nevertheless , it is certain that this 
imaginr.tion v;ill be exercised inmany different and sometimes contradictory di¬ 
rections.

None of these pictures of the planet itself aro likely to have any profpund 
signigicance but if any of the pictures should show a reasonably clear image 
of either Martian moons from any distance, that image v/ill probably be of more 
imT^rtancv^thao-al]-the.other,.data which may be r^cioved.

Tlic follov/ing ic an account of a straigo incident that liapponod on the above 
date , which occurred in the morning during the cc^^oront and final period of 
the fighting wliich took place on Hill 60, Suvla Bay? imsac. 

The day ■br:.ke clear without a cloud i;: eight ae any beautiful Mediterranean 
day could be expected t^- be9 except however 9 hovering over Kill 6O9 were a 
number 9 perhape six to eight j^looJC of bread” chaped cloude. all shaped exactly 
alike 9 aiid of a liglit-groy colour. 

It was noticed that in spite of a four or five milo an hour breeze from tbo 
scucxi^ tneJu :.lhuu.o lid u-y'c a^ucr tlie^r p'osition 9 shape or form^ nor dad obey 
drift away under the influence of this breozo. They stoo^-’ tiicrij hovering at 
about 60 Dog. or perhaps a little higher. Also 9 resting sts.tionary on the 
;ground right underneath t-ic group of clouds was 0. similar cloud in shape 9 per¬ 
haps 800 ft. longj and 200 ft. high by 200 ft. v/idej absolutely dense, almost 
Svjlid looking in structure9 and positioned about 14 to I8 chain from t'lo area 
of the fighting9 within the British hold territory • 

It turned out ^.ator that this so called cloud v/as straddling a dry creek bed 
or sunlccn road( Tho Kaiaick Dore) . A British Rogimontj later found out to be 
tho •. 1/4 ITorfolk PiOgincnt9 of sovoral hundrod mon 9 wore noticed morching up 

this sunken road or creek toward Hill 60. It appoered as though they wore 
going to roinforce tho troeps at Hill 60. Hvowovor when they aa^rived at the 
” cloud " 9 they marched straight into it with no hesitation 9 but not one of 
tho men of this marching column was ever to be seen 9"^coml,ng £j)UT of the c].''-ud’' 
to do! - and fight at Hill*'60.-;o / ~ .

About an hour later, after tho last file ha.d gone into the cloud , :md disap¬ 
peared 9 this cloud very unobtrusively LIFTED up from the groiuid, and slov/ly, 
like CLny fog or cloud would , rose until it joined tin. other similar clouds 
alrj:idy mentiunci. On vciwing then they aJl looked ” casliko peas in a pod” 
Strangely , although the ^^thcr clouds or objects (UFO) lia-d bconhovoring in the 
same place , as before ^^-'^ribed, unmoved by the v/ind, as soon a.s they v/ore 
joined by the one which ha.d been on tho ground, they all moved aavay iiortlivvaea^ 
i.c. tov/ards Thrace, tho breeze however wauSstill blowing from south to north 
wliich mcart that those " clouds" a.ll moved agaanst the wind , raid slowly con¬ 
tinued to rove thus, for about throe Quarters of an hour, until they disap- 
pca«rod from our entire view. 

From this date, tho 1/4 Norfolk Reg . v/as posted or " rnssing " ( or wiped out, 
and on Turkeys surrender in I9I8. tho first thing the British authorities de¬ 
manded of tho Turks was tho return of the Regiment supposing them captured.

3 Section of the 
1st. Div. Field Co. .H.Z. E.F. from the trenches on ri'io do do ndr on Spur, a dis¬ 
tance of about 2.300 yards above the crock, and from wliich vaaitago point 500 ft. 
up v/c ha-d a perfect viev/ including both sides and onds of tho crook and the 
clcud as it rested on the ground,( ov/ing to the elevation of t.iio observers)*
